There was a Inll to-night in the election 
returns, as motfe of the polls in the oountiea 
will nnt be announced nntil to-morrow. 
The CciDservatives, with eleven seats won 
to day,- have noiv aeoured a net gain of 55 
eeata, giving a majority of 82 In tfae new 
tlouao of Commona, What returns have 
been received from the counties indicate 
that they are following the lead of the 
boroughs, and thero is every proapoot that 
the government will have a majority of at 
least a hundred. The Unioniata have g.iin- 
ed three seata in VValoo. There wua 
a rumor current to-night that thero 
had been a recount in West Leoda to-day, 
giving Col. North a majority over Rb. Hon. 
Herbert Gladstone. The rumor waa, how- 
ever, unconfirmed. Among those re-elected 
were Sir H. Campbell BjBnernian, acorotary 
of atate for var in ijord Roaebory'a cabinet, 
tho I'eaolution to reduce whose salary 
precipitated the downfail of the govern- 
ment; T. P. O'Connor, Baron de WormB 
and W. H. Long. 

There were riotous aoenos in Nowcaatle 
to night. Crowda wlio were disappointed 
at the rejeotion of Rt. Hon. John Morley 
paraded the streets and stonod the windows 
of tho houses of prominent Unionist and 
Cunccrvativo newspapers. The mob also at- 
tacked persons wearing Unionist favors. 
Tho police were obliged to charge repeat- 
edly, and to nse their oloba. Xhe mounted 
polloe tfre now patrolling the main streets. 

SB's defeat of Mr. Morley in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne has caused a great sensation 
thronghoat Great BritalDt Both Onsarva- 
tive ofiDdidates were elected. 0. F. Bam- 
mond, Conservatlvo, 12,883; W. D. Guidda, 
Conservative, 12,170 ; John Morlsy, Liber- 
al, 11,862 ; J. Craig, Liberal, 11,154 ; F. 
Hamil, Labor, 2,302. Mr. Morley in 1802 
polled 10,905 votes, and when re-elected in 
the same year, on taking oillce as chief aeo- 
retary for Ireland, polled 12,988 votes, con- 
sequently he received 1,126 votes less yea- 
terday than when re-eleoted in 1892. After 
tho result of the election was announced 
Mr. Morley aaid : "This is ono of the 
mosb'^emendoos battiss ever fought in a 
British oonstituenoy and I greatly regret to 
aay that I have been defeated. Bub we 
have before shown that wo know how to 
bear triumph with moderation and I hope 
wo shall ehow that we know how to bear 
defeat with cheerful courage." (Cheers ) At 
the conclusion of hie remarks, Mr. Morley 
paid a tribute to tho falrneBB of his oppon- 
ents in the contest and thanked his support- 
ers for their efforts during tho campaign. 

The Diily News admits that Mr. Morley'a 
defeat, next to Sir William Harcourt's, is 
the greatest shook which the Liberals have 
auatalned In the present struggles, but takes 
for granted that Mr. Morley will contest 
another seat. 

The Times aayii : " Bight Hon. John Mor- 
ley's rejeotion was not so maoh a personal 
' cck as tho condemnation of a policy. 3?hia 
country's rejeotion of Home Role is the more 
orushing, because sioce Mr, Gladstone's re- 
tirement it has bad no thorongh going sop- 
porter except Mr. Morley. Tfae blow is 
final whether or not Mr. Morley returns to 
parliament, which isdonbtfnl. The polloy 
with nrhioV. he has been Identified has been 
shattered to its base." 

Tho Chronicle (Liberal) says that Mr. 
Morley waa defeated owing to tho treachery 
of tho Parnollites, who supported his oppon- 
ent Mr. Crudas. " To doecriliu such con- 
duct as base ingratitude," the Chronicle 
adda, "would bo more commonplnco. What 
is far worao is that it denotes an incapacity 
for political action whiob, if we believed to 
bo univera&l in Ireland, would lead us to 
doepair of any genuine political improve- 
ment there."

Dalton McCarthy's Non-Confidence 
Fiasco the Subject of 
General Talk. 



Frorogattoa at Hand — Boanty for 
Smeltinir Botli Gold and 
Silver Ores.

Ottawa, July ^S — Everybody waa talk- 
ing about Dalton McCarthy'a fiasoi) at yes- 
terday's Bitting. lb is a rare occurrence, 
Indeed, in parliament for any member de- 
siring to divide the hoase on any subject to 
fail to secure four other members to rise 
with him as tho rnlea provide. Only Mr. 
O'Brien rose after the amendment had been 
dlsposod of, after which the houce voted 
nearly four million dollars in a very few 
minutes. 

Mr. Duponb has withdrawn bis motion 
oenaurlog the government for nob intro- 
ducing remedial leglalatiog. He has pab 
himself upon record on the snbjacb two or 
three times within the past ten days. 

Lady Aberdeen has been an Interested 
listener to the debates on the sohooi question. 
She remslned in the chamber until the col- 
lapse of Mr. McCarthy's attack at 2:30 this 
morning. 

Speaker White hM issued orders to the 
acoouatsnt of the house to begin paying the 
members to-morrow. 

Hon. Mr. Foster gives notice of a change 
In the tariff. Planed, tongned and grooved 
lumber are to be dutiable at 25 per cent, in- 
stead of free as now. The change has been 
made to meet the recent ruling of the 
treaanry department at Washington. This 
lumber will bo free again if tho United 
States make it free. Fresh salmon will be 
placed on the free list If they are admitted 
freo into the United States. 

In the House this afternoon Hon. Mr 
Foster said that in view of tho state of the 
order paper ho thought It possible that tho 
leader of the Opposition and he could agree 
as to tho date of prorogation He believed 
that by holding two soaalona to-morrow and 
Saturday prorogation could be reached by 
Saturday aftornoou and at latest on Mon- 
day. 

H 'O, Mr. L-kurior aaked if it waa the in- 
tention to proceed with tho Winnipeg Great 
Northern bill. 

Hon. Mr. Foater said the bill would go 
on, bub he might Inform the House that the 
measnre did not make any money grant or 
anything of that kind. lb was simply a 
slight change in the oontraob already exist- 
ing with reference to a tranapcrb snbaidy of 
$80,000 a year for twenty years. Tho Super- 
annuation bill would go until noxt seeaion. 
All the other bills with tho exception of 
one, to permit salmon netting in non-tidal 
waters, would be pressed. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier said the Opposition had 
sevorul questions of groat importance which 
bhoy doairod to bring up, but aa parliament 
waa now in tho dog daya they would havo 
to adjourn thoao mattora until the 4th of 
January next.

London, July 18.— Tho Times will say of 
the dead statesman, M. StambuIofT: "He 
was one of three brillianb statesmen pro- 
duced in the Balklands in the last half oen- 
tury. With little of the veneer pf civiliza- 
tion, with ilttlo distinction or refinement, ho 
concealed beneath a rough eitorlor a natural 
tondernece and dolloaoy of feoling which 
only thoao who know him intimatoly could 
appreciate. There was no humbug or alTeo- 
tation about him. He was a man and a 
great man. Whatever his defects may have 
been there was never any doubt of his 
patriotism end devotion bo bia country." 

Gen. Campoa has arrived at Rayemo from 
Man/'.iuillo, Ho has concentrated tho troops 
in that diatricb and is continuing operations 
against the insurgents. Col. ijuntoolides, 
bbe Spanish oommander who haa taken such 
an active part iu the oporutiona against the 
Insurgents in Santiago de Cuba, has been 
killed in a skirmish between Bayamo and 
Maozjinlilo. The American citisana, Ya- 
gaz and Ruiz, who have been under arrest 
in Cuba under suspicion of being dangerous 
characters, have been released |on thair 
agreement to quit Cuba immediately. 

The whole of theMalesh district of Mace> 
doola, north of Strnmitza, is in the hands of 
the insurgents, and the bridges across the 
river Struma have been demolished. 

Queen Victoria and the Prince of Wales 
have telegraphed their sympathies to Mme. 
Stambuloif. Tfae government has offered 
10,000 franca for the capture of the murd- 
erera. 

Although the newapapors of Constanti- 
nople are prohibitod from making reference 
to tho murder of M. Stambuloff, the Bulgar- 
ian statesman, the people are wildly In- 
dignant, and are not sparing in their cenaure 
of the police and government of Bulgaria, 

When informed of the death of M. Stam- 
buloff, Prinoe Ferdinand of Bulgaria tele- 
graphed to the Bulgarian statesman's 
widow, saying : " Filled with Indignation 
and sorrow, and only desiroua in the pres- 
ence of this terrible evenb of remom baring 
the eminent qualitlpa of him who rendered 
such memorable service to Bulgaria, I once 
more join my most profound and aorrowfnl 
condolence with your tears, and pray God 
to support yon in this fearful trial and grant 
you the consolation of the thought that his- 
tory will preserve in eternal memory the 
patriot whom an abominable outrage has 
torn from the affections of his friends." 

A large force o( Black Flags attacked the 
Japanese troopTRt lilcioham, iiiland of- Jto> 
moaa, and fonght with desperate oonrage. . 
The Japanese were only saved from defeat 
by the superior discipline of their troopr, 
and were finally compelled to retreat before 
the onslaught of the Chinese. The Black 
Flags are advancing on Teokham and 
another battle Is imminent. 

The weekly statement of the Bank of 
England iaaued to-day shows tho following 
change compared with the previous woek : 
Total reserve, increaae, £506,000; circula- 
tion, decrease, £252,000 ; bullion, Increase, 
£53,33,3. Other aocuritiea increased £982,- 
000; other increaees, £16,000; total reserve 
incroaae, £278,000 ; government seonrltles, 
dicroaco, £200.000. Tho proportion of the 
Bunk of England's reserve to liability, 
which last week was 50 10 per eenb., is now 
53.41 per cent. 

M. Stambuloff died ab Sofia this morning, 
not having uttered a word since the death 
struggle began ab 10 o'clock last night. A 
catafalque is being prepared for the remains 
to lie in atate. The amputated hands of the 
deceased have been preaerved in alcohol. 
Tho interment takes place on Satnrdayr 
The widow has reoeived telegrams of con- 
dolence from high personages in different 
parts of Europe. 

A diapatch from Sofiia to the Times saya 
the nowapapora there have become alarmed 
at the news from Macedonia. The revolu- 
tion is sproading and two towns and three 
villages have been burned by the insurgent 
bands that are operating In the diatriota of 
Strumltza, Maleshrva and Brama, Ib is 
atated that the Turka havo sent a conaider- 
able force of Kurdish cavalry into the firab 
named disbrict. 

When the chief steward of the National 
lino atoamahip Franco rcachta Now York he 
will receive terrib'a news Hie sons, Robert 
Coombs, twelve yeara old, and Nathan 
Coombs, oloven yeara old, murdered their 
mother ut Plaatow, an oaatern suburb of 
London, on July 8 The boya stabbed her 
while aho woa aslnpp und kept the body nine 
duya iu tho houao in which tho crime was 
committed. Tho only reason given by the 
Uds for tho crimo la that Mrs. Coombs 
whipped tho youngest of them. 

Honry Irving, Walter Boaanb and aixteon 
othora wont to Windsor Cuatio to-day to bo 
knighted by tho Queon. 

Charloa Emanqel Sohenck, the distin- 
guished Swiea politician, died to-day from 
the reaulb of injuries sustained In a rnn« 
away aooldont on July 8. 

There wae an unparalleled scene in the 
Chamber of Deputies to- day. Daring the 
discussion of the new Education bill M. 
Burlet, the Premier, said that be pitied 
parents who allowed their children bo 
" wallow In the slough of atheism." This 
remark brought forth a torrent of iuvcctivea 
from the SooiallstH against the Ministers, 
and insulting expressions passed between 
them and the Govornraont. In fact per- 
sonal violence was only averted by the hur- 
ried adjournment of tho sosalon. 

ller Pardon Came Too liSte. 
Montreal, July 18.— Lillian Hayes, a 
young woman who was serving a 2.3 months' 
sonlonco in the common gaol, died yester- 
day. Just about tho time she passed away 
tho governor of the gaol reoeived a telephone 
message stating that the Oovemor-General 
had granted her pardon.

Should the 
aale be oonaammsted the transfer will be 
one of the moat important lumber deals that

Explanations by tbe Premier as to 
the Sitnation in the 
Cabinet. 



Hon. Mr. Anerers Gives the Beasons 
and Circumstances of His 
Withdrawal. 



Iq the Senate on the lUh Instant Hod 
Mr. Sootb romlnded the Premier of hie 
promise that ho would annonnoe whether 
the gentlemen who were reported to buve 
resigned have either reelgned or are still 
members of the government. 

Sir MaokoDzie BovvoU eaid — I am In a 
position to answer the f|U0Btion which the 
hun. gentlomnu has put. Upon the receipt 
of the answer to the remedial order which 
was sent) to the Maaltoba legislature, and 
which was received a weeic ago last Mon- 
day, the government, after due oonsldoro- 
lioD, oamo to the conclusion which I rend to 
the honeo a few days ago, not to procoed 
with roniedial lepialution durinR the preBont 
Boaeion, but in view, 119 then expr^seed, uf 
what we oonaidercd an intimatiou in thai 
answer from the governmout of Manilobui 
thnt they were prepared to allll further cod- 
aider any further reproBontauon which 
might bo iimdo by tho Dominioa of Canadii, 
wo thought it b( al in the intoreat c.f tho Dj- 
minion — in the intoroab of those who h^d 
thla remedial Icj^ielation, or what waa to be 
obtalued from the adoption of this remodi^kl 
legislation, moat at heart — to postpone its 
cousidoriiiiun until we had communicated 
with that i^overtiment, in order to ascertain 
how fur they wero prrpiired to accede to the 
terms of that remedial order, and tho judg- 
men': delivered by tho Lord Chinoellor of 
the Privy Council of England upon 
this subject; I rtfer now to the last 
decision, delivered on the 25th of Jan- 
nary, 1895. To that docieion throe of 
our oolloagues, I regret to say, took 
ezoeptioD — tho hon. Minister of Agrionituro, 
who has the honor of a seat) in this Houso, 
the Fostmaater-General and tbe Minister of 
Fublio Works. They oonsldered that in tho 
intereats of thoBS whom they represented, 
and in the interests of the minority uf the 
Province of Manitoba, it was the boundeu 
duty of the Government of Canada to pro- 
ceed at once daring tho present eeesion with 
remedial legislation. I regret to aay we did 
not oome to an unanimons decisioa upon this 
point. My hon, friend who is in thla 
Hcuje, and who, I regret to say, atil! holds 
the opinion that ho firHt entertained, de 
clinoB to re enter tho C;ibiuet unloaa we are 
prepared to concede the poials which he 
has so forcibly and elcqaently urged upon 
his colleagues. Tho majority of tho Coun- 
cil, however, deemed it, as I have already 
stated, more to tho intoreat of tho peace 
and welfare of the Dominion, and more to 
the benefit of those deeply iuterestod in 
this very important quaation, that we 
ebonld not proceed aa they desired. My 
hon. friend la in tho Houso and will be bet- 
ter able to state his reasons than f possibly 
can. I may, however, with the permission 
of tbe Senate, after ho has spoken think it 
necessary to make further explanations. 
These gentlemen sent in their resignations. 
I am glad to say that after mature delibera- 
tions and in a firm belief in tbe honesty of 
their coileaguos they have decided to re- 
main with the Government, the mem- 
bers of which have expressed to 
them their determination that should 
Manitoba refuse to grant remedial legisla- 
tion to restore to the minority of Manitoba 
the rights of which they were deprived by 
tho acts of 1890, then the government of to- 
day will be pledged to risk ita poaltion, eaoh 
individual his own political reputation, and 
iotrodnoe remedial legielatlon, and to trust 
to the good senae and fairneaa of tbe House 
of Commons and the Senate to carry it into 
operation. I may aay, and I aay It in all 
sincerity, that I look forward with much 
fear and groat anxiety to the future of this 
country if we, without having exhausted 
every possible means to obtain from the 
legislature and tbe government of Manitoba 
a redress for the grievances of the mluorlty 
in that province— I say I look forward with 
much apprehension to the effect of a policy 
which would force on an almost independent 
province, so far as local matters are con- 
cerned, a law which would have to be car- 
ried out in all Ite details, should thoy re- 
fueo to do it, by any Dominion govornmonc 
or any Dominion parliament. I aak every 
woU-wiaher of hia country to rcliect well 
upon that point. There are certain provin- 
cial rights which every province has. The 
difEoultiea which preaent themselves to my 
mind in attempting to force upon an un- 
willing people any kind of legislation will 
render whatever that may be uaolosa to 
those whom it is the intention of parliament 
to aid if it poaaibly can. My other two ool- 
leagnee, I am very much pleased to say, 
that is the Minister of Public Works 
and tho Postmaster-General, uftor much 
refieollon, and having considered the 
representations which have been made 
to them horn tbe standpoint wMoh I have 
given to the bouse, and with a distinot and 
positive underatunding that this government 
will proceed with legislation should it bo 
denied by the people of Manitoba, consented 
to retain their poritolios, and remain in the 
government until the time arrives when it 
will bo an imperative duty of tbe govern- 
ment touctlnthin matter. I sincerely re- 
gret for more reiiBona thac. one chat one of 
my oolloaguos, who has eat beaido me over 
since I oame to the Senate, haa not hava 
able to take that view. 1 must be permit- 
ted to aay, although In hia presence, that I 
believe he ia actuated by the highest patri- 
otic motivos. I holiovo that ho iiaa but one 
einglo object in view, and that is tho aeour- 
ing to his follow-oountrymon rights of 
which ho knows thoy ^avo boon do- 
spoiled, and which ho dobiroa to restore to 
them, Tho only differonoo of opinion be- 
tween that hon. gentleman anc' myself and 
my colleagues was as to ibi; bot mode of 
carrying that out. I do not know that at 
present I need aay more upon this (luostion. 
I have cxprosaod tho regret I feel deeply 
over the sevoranco of the personal and pol- 
itical relations which I have hold with my 
colleague, who haa occupied a scat on my 
right since we have been in tho Senato, and 
I hope tbe time Is not far distant when he 
may be enabled to see, although be may not 
be able to see with US at tbe preaent mo- 
ment, that he will at leaat give us credit for 
having pursued that oourao which we be- 
lieved to bo the beat in tbe intereata of the 
Dominion, and those who have been de- 
prived of their rights. (Applause.) 

Mr. Angers said : — I have to inform the 
House that I have obtained through tho 
Prime Minister pormiasion from Hia Eiool- 
lency to state to you the reaoona and oir- 
oumatanooa of my withdrawal from tho 
Cabinet. On tho 8th July, instant, I wrote 
to the Prime Minister the following letter : 
" I have the honor to inform you in writ- 
ing, as I have already done verbally, that.I 
cannot accept the reaponsibility yoa are 
aboab to make in the Senats in the Manitoba 
sobool qaeition. In oonseqnenoe- pleaia lay 
before HIi Exoellenoy my resignation and 



obtain permission for mo to ststc in the 
ate the cauaea and rousons of my withdrawal 
from the Cabinet. 

" I remain, yonra truly, 

"A. B. Amms " 
That perndsaion to give those explanations 
I received yesterday, and agreed to post- 
pone them until to-day. In ia unnecsseary 
for me to go through the h!.9tory of this im 
portant question of tbe separate eohools in 
Manitoba, espselally In this bouse, where 
every man la converaant with all that has 
been publiabed qoncerning them. I have, 
however, to reoali a period not very distant) 
from the present day, when it is necessary I 
think to do juntlco to myself that I should 
lay before the house the main po'nts which 
have been decided by the Judicial Commit- 
tee of Her Mojosty'a Privy Council. (Mr, 
Angers then (juoted at some length from the 
judgnneuta of tho Privy Council as to tho 
poaition of the Roman Catholic mirority, 
and road the torma of the Imperial order in 
council commimding tho obeervauce of the 
judgment. He went on to detail tho 
stops which were taken by tho Do- 
minion govornmf/Ut to give elfocl to tho 
judgment up to the dato of the 
receipt of the reply of tbe Manitoba 
legislature to tbe remedlalal order. Ho 
followed this up by reading the Dominion 
Government's declaration made on Monday 
laat ) "To this declaration," proceeded 
Mr. Angers, "I wna unable to asaent, nud I 
aent In the letter of reaignation which I read 
at tho opening of my addresa. I thM atate 
to tho UouHo what are my grounds for being 
unublo to nubaoribe my aaaent and my name 
aa a member of tho Cabinet to thla declara- 
tion.' Mr. Angera then examined clauae 
by clause the answer of tho Manitoba legis- 
lature to tho remedial order, and declared 
bis inability to disoover in it tho clightoat 
possibility of an amioable settlement on tho 
bieis of aotion by the Manitoba government, 
as hoped for by the government of tho Do- 
minion. In his opinion tbe reason given for 
the abolition of separate sohools by the Man- 
itoba legislature was not the true one, Mr, 
McCarthy, when be came before the Privy 
Council of Canada, speaking In the name of 
tho province of Manitoba, stated the true 
object of the abolition of separate sohools, 
and tho true obioct was to deprive them of 
their language DO aa to make them Engllah, 
(Hear, hear.) "It waa imposaiblo," contin- 
ued Mr. Angers, " after hearing this an- 
awer, for mo to subscribe to tho first para- 
graph of the government's declaration that 
in that paper waa to bo found a hope of an 
amicable sottiemont of tho Manitoba uubocl 
caao. Therefore, upon that very important 
point, which la not aupporti'd by evidence, 
I have to decline to take reaponsibility." 
Mr, Angers next took up the various para- 
graphs In the government's declara- 
tion. He waa sorry to have to diCFor 
from his colleagues with respect to 
tho reaeon assigned f:)r not dealing 
with so important and Intricate a queation 
during the laat houra of tho seaaion. Ad- 
mitting that tho legialation proposed was 
difficult ard intricate, ho pointed out that 
Mr. Ewart's draft bill had been bofore the 
public for three months. lb wos proposed 
to enter into negotiations with the govprn- 
mont of Manitoba. I5at the law requ -od 
that any negotiations upon this subj ct 
should be made not with tbe governmeut, 
but with the legislature. The legislature 
had jnst prorogued, and waa not obliged to 
meet before the firat or second week of Jitly 
next. Therefore, the Dominion government 
would be unable to approaob a^ain, and he 
might say, humbly approach again, the 
ieglalature of that provlnco, and they would 
have to approach tho government, which it 
waa trae was a responsible government, but 
for this pnrpose was an unauthorized body. 
Mr. Angers stated that when the govern- 
ment oame to the decision to make the 
declaration they had, be made a apooiai re- 
quest that it ehould not be announced last 
Monday, but that tbe government should 
wait until ho had permission at the same 
time to give an explanation to the bouse. 
He could not get the promise then for 
reaaons that were not dependent upon the 
government, but it waa not dependent upon 
the government to make the declaration they 
did on Monday, This neoessitatea bis stat- 
ing that in opposition to the proposition of 
the government he submitted himself a pro- 
position expresalng a desire that if 
possible a further delay might be granted, 
but objecting In the most positive manner 
that any negotiation should bo had with the 
government of Manitoba. Mr. Angers de- 
clared that tho delay tho govornmsnt's policy 
entailed might have the etfeot of prejadioing 
tho position of the Catholic minority, who 
might thus bo thruat out of thoir fort, and 
left standing again In the open field. He 
had boon able to show that ho had not been 
haaty, although he had to a certain extent 
been putting tho minority In an unfavorable 
posltloa, lesa favorable than it was to-day, 
because during the present time and the 
date of the meeting of parliament snch an 
excitement might develop ail over the coun- 
try as would prevent tho putting Intoezeou- 
cutlon of the government's pledges. The 
minority was told that it should be smtified 
•vlth the government's declaration, which 
bound the latter to bring remedial legis- 
lation before parliament. But the minority 
bad a siniiUr promise from the Premier dur- 
ing the debate on the address at the be- 
ginning of tho ptesont session. In view of 
this fact, was it neceaaary to get another 
declaration of the same kind to give some 
courage to tho minority or the Province of 
Manitoba, and to induce all lovora of justice 
bo wait and accept a second prom'.ao ? Tho 
first atatement waa good but tho 
second w-vs nob so good. "That noblo 
voloo," prooeedoU the speaker, " we 
beard at the beginning of tho aeaaion, pro- 
mifiing to grant relief when tho time would 
come to the minority, has boon auppreaaed." 
Now, under ihia, tho neceaaary delay grant- 
od to perfi CO tho legislation which has been 
handed in by Mr. 10 varl when ho mudo hia 
argument, the minority, who have now an 
acquired righi In c una before parliament, 
would nob run the ritk of seeing the door 
closed upon lb by an ovaalvo anawer or by a 
promiae that oould not bo carried out, or by 
a promise, for inetauco, that tho legislature 
of Manitoba having just closed. It is impos- 
aiblo for the gwemment to call it together 
before the month of January, bub that ho 
proposed doing BO in the month of June or 
July next, Whot will be the position of 
the government if they come before parlia- 
ment in January with such a deolaration ? 
Tho minority will have been put out of the 
fori, it will be standing out again in the 
open field, and tho government will not be 
able to movo parliament to fulfil their pro- 
miae. That waa my objeotlon to the para- 
graph in tho declaration of tho government, 
and I ufTered the one which I have just read 
to you, but lb waa voted dow.n. Tho doolar- 
iitBon made by the govorninont admits of a 
tlou jt as to tho actual jurisdiction of par- 
liament, Tho one that I offered granted 
a dalay, but raised no auiipiolon as to 
tho jurisdiction of parlianiont. In an- 
other way, although I muat confess 
that I have done that to show that I was 
not hasty, although I waa putting the min- 
ority to a certain extent too in an unfavor- 
able position, still between this day and the 
day that parliament meats again such an ex- 
citement will go over the country in opposi- 
tion to tho granting of separate schools to 
the minority of Manitoba that if the govern- 
ment hesitates, or parliament hesitates to-

A OLANGB BACKWARDS. 

There are many persona in the different 
provinoes of the Dominion who believe that 
the enparabe aohool provlalona were placed 
in the Oonatitution at the instance of the 
poUtioiana and the peoplo of Quebec. The 
eeotlona of the British North Amerioa Aot 
which extend proteotion to the denomina- 
tional minorities of the different provinoes 
Me represented as a Qaebeo device intended 
to operate for the benefit bf the Roman 
Catholics of Qaebeo and elsewhere. So 
strong and so c;eneral is the Impression 
made by thosa who havo hold this viow that 
in many parla of the Dominion 
ib would be considered rash and perhaps 
dishonest to oall in qttestion its oorreobness. 
It is neverbheless a false impression. A 
glance at the history of confederation shows 
that thoae who were most desirons to have 
proteotlre oUubsb icaertod in the Constitu- 
tion were Protestants, for the benefit of the 
Proteatanb minority of Quebeo. 

(Che oaae of the Proteabant minority of 
Lower Canada, as Qaebeo was then called, 
was in the Confederation debate forcibly 
stated by Mr. L. H. Holbon, who is remem- 
borod as one of the most honorable as well 
as tho most able of the Protestant public 
men of that Province. The debate took 
place in the Parliament of Canada and the 
snbjeob nnder oonsideration was the Const!- 
tatkn of the proposed Confederation. At 
an early part of the debate Mr. Holbon said : 

" Another qaestion which he had pro- 
posed to put had reference to the edaoa- 
tional system of Lower Cinada. The Hon. 
gentleman, then Jehu A. Macdonald, 
muab be aware that this wasi a question on 
which there was a great deal of feeling in 
this section of tho province amongst the 
English speaking or tho Protestant class of 
tho papulation. Among that class thoro 
was ao phaso or featuro of thoso threatened 
o'hangea which excited so muub alarm as 
this very question of education. While the 
Minister of Finance had said that the 
Government would brine down omond- 
ments t- the sohool laws of Liwor 
Canada ih they proposed enact- 

ing Into law before a change of 
government should take placo, and which 
would booome a permanent sottloment of 
that question. The quastlon ho desired to 
put was whether they intended to submit 
these amendments before they asked tho 
House to pass finally upon tho scheme of 
Confederation, as ib would undoubtedly ex- 
eroiae very oonatderable inflnenoe upon tho 
diaonaalon of the Confederation aoheme, and 
probably in the lash resort from several mem- 
bers from Lower Cianda." 

Later on In tho debito Mr. Holton aald ; 
" The English Protestants of Lower 
Canada deairo to knoiv what la to bo done 
in the matter of iilducation before the final 
voice of bhe people of this country 
Is pronounced on this question of Confedoru- 
tion." 

Mr. Maodonald'a reply was : 

" Thoro waa a good deal of appro- 
hecalcn in Lowor Cunndn on tho 
part of tho ir.iaority aa to tho 
poiaible effuots of Coafcdoratlon on their 
rights ontbesubjocb of education, and it 
was tho intention of tho governnionc, if par- 
liament approved tho schomo of Confedera- 
tion, to lay before the House thia aossion 
certain amendments to tho School law, to 
operato as a sorb of (guarantee against any 
InfrlDgement by the majority of tho rights 
of|tho minority in this matter. . . . Before 
Confederation is adopted the governniont 
wonid bring down a meiaure to amend tho 
Sohool Law of Lower Canada protecting tho 
rights of the minority." 

All this goes to show that tho 
Protoatanta of Qaebeo wore previous 
bo Confederation fearful leab their 
righta in the matter of ednoabion would not 
be protected in the now scheme of govern- 
ment whioh waa bolng devised. Lob ua see 
what tho Catholic mombora of Parliament, 
Irish and French, said to (|ulob the appre- 
honalone of the Qaebeo Proteatanta. 

Mr. D'Aroy MoGee, who represented a 
Lower Canada oonsbibnenoy, said : 

" I have no doubt whatever that 
with a good deal of moderation and 
a proper degree of firmness ail that 
the Protestant minority in Lower 
Canada oan require by way of aeourlty to 
their educational aystem win lis oheerfully 
granted to them by this houae." 

Sir E. P. Q-'aohe, then prime miniateri 



speaking in reply to a speech made by Mri 
Sitnborn, a Proteatanb representative of 
Lower Canadn, said : 

Mr. Sanborn gave expression to the fear 
that the Protestant Knglish element of 
Lower Canada would be in 'danger if this 
meaanre shonld pass. He said aa mnoh aa 
this, that in the Irgialature of Lower Can- 
ada (now Qaebeo) aots might be paaaed 
whiob would deprive educational Instlbn- 
tions there of their rights and even their 
property. Bnt if the lower branch of tho 
leglalatnre (that Is the provincial one) were 
Ineenaate enongh and wicked enough to com- 
mit some 11 >granb act of injustlae against the 
English Probsatant portion of tho commun- 
ity, they would be cheeked by the general 
— that ia tho Federal — Govornmont." 

The Hon. Mr. Dorion, the chief of tho 
Rouge party of Quebec, tympaihised with 
the Proteatanta of Lower Canada in their 
demand for protection. This is part of what 
ho uald : 

" There is at this moment a movement on 
the part of the liritisb Protestants In Lower 
Canada to have some proteotion and guar- 
antee for their eduoational establishments 
In this province pub into the aoheme of con- 
federation ehould lb be adopted ; and far 
from finding fault with them I reapecb bbem 
moro for their energy in seeking proteotion 
for their separate interests. I think It but 
just thab the Protestant minority ehould bo 
protected In its rights In everything that Is 
dear to it as a distinct nationality, and it 
should nob be at the discretion of the ma- 
jority in this respect, and for this reason I 
am ready to extend to my Protestant fel- 
low'oltfzena in Lower Canada of British 
iirlgin tho fullest jastioe In all things, and I 
wish to SCO their intorests as a minority 
guaranteed and protected in any scheme 
whioh may bo adopted." 

The Hon. Mr. Laframboiee, whose name 
indioatoa hla nationality, said in tho course 
of the debate : 

"Thoro Is one certain (act, and that ia that 
the I'rotoatants of Lowor Canada havo said 
to the (Jovernmeut, 'Pass a mcusuro which 
will guarantee to ua tho stability and pro- 
tection of our eduoational system ond of our 
religious institutions and wo will support 
your schomo of Confodoration ; unless you 
do we will never support you, because wo 
do not wish to place ourselves at tho mercy 
ot a local legislature, three-fourths of the 
members of which will be Catholics.' I ad- 
mit that in doing thia they have only done 
their duty, for who oia say, ftfter all, what 
ten years may bring forth !" 

The debate is most interesting, but we 
have quoted enongh of it to convince our 
readers thab immediately prevloua to Con- 
fodoration tho Protestant minority of Quebeo 
were determined that in tho constitution of 
tho Now Dominion their righta in the matter 
of edacatiou should be well protected. 
They will see that the representatives of 
theFrenoh inhabitants of Lower Canada 
were quite willing that all the protection 
they desired ehould bo extended to them. 
Ib ia quite evident that if the Lower Cana- 
dian Protestants had not been ao tenaalous 
of their rights, and ao fearful that they 
would be wreated from them nnder Con' 
federation by the majority, nothing would 
have been done by the framers of the constl- 
bntlon in the way of protecting bhe rights of 
denominabional minorities. The Catholic 
minority of Ontario seem to havo been satis- 
fied with their condition, and to have said 
very llttla about their educational rights 
being aeonrod to them. 

WHERB IS EE ATI 

Now It la the Vanoonver NewB-Advertiaer 
which ia asking where Mr. Laurler standB nn 
tho Manitoba school question. It says : 

In oouneotlon with the question of tho 
Manitoba sohoola it would bo a matter of 
Interest to a good many people If Mr. 
Laurler would say whereabouts be roally 
abanda in regard to the matter. In the ease 
of an ordinary politician— much more a 
atatoBinnn — or of a political party, outside 
of Mr. Lanrier and the Liberal party in 
Canada, ib would not be necessary to ask 
auoh a question. Bnt with Mr. Lanrier and 
bla friends things are very different. For 
more than a year past this question has b-ien 
in an acute stage. For that period It haa 
been clearly aeen by men of both political 
parties that the anbjecb would have to be 
mot and grappled with in some woy. 
Neither tho late leader of the Government, 
Sir John Thompson, nor tho present Pre- 
mier hoaitatod to meet tho question fairly 
and boldly when tho timo or occasion re- 
(|uirod hhn to speak or aot in regard to it. 

But Mr. Laurler did nothing of the kind. 
Ho shirked tho whole question and simply 
tried to snatch a victory from, as ho sup- 
posed, tho diasonelons which existed among 
hla opponents. Now thia singular oourao 
can only bo explained in two ways. Eith 
Mr. Ijkurier haa reached no deolaion at all 
on thin aohool ciuoatlon or ho haa not the 
courage to declare It. 



are taking la the only one open to them to 
pursue, and that they must follow It or ad- 
mit theii- inablUty to deal with the question. 

Uur contemporary, having no reaponaibll- 
ities, outs the Gordian kncb without further 
hesitation, and we oongratulate it upon hav- 
ing spoken plainly and taken an attitude 
thab oan be undorstood, It bollovea In a 
polioy of ooniploto uon-lnterforouco. It 
would not have either the Federal Govern- 
ment or tho Federal Parliament move a fin- 
ger to remedy the griavanoa complained of 
by the minority In Manitoba. It will be 
aeon, we presume, before very long whether 
tho TImea ugrooa with tho Louder of tho 
party of which it has boon so long the local 
organ, and tho majority of that party. Ta 
Don-ioterfarence the policy of the Liberal 
party ? 

THE LA W RESPBOTBD. 

The qniet bnteSaotive way in which the 
law ia enforced In the mining distrlota of 

British Columbia extorts the admiration of 
travellers from tho other side of tho national 
boundary lino. They nro umozod to find in 
thia Provlnoo mining onmps free from law- 
lessness of any kind and to see men going 
about their work aa safely and as free from 
apprehension of any kind as they do In the 
hearts of the great cities and the rural dis- 
tricts of the East. Thia ia how Clarence 
Ivlng concludes un eh qaent paper on British 
Columbia's immense mining field, in tho 
Inter Ocean : 

Tho mining laws and regulations insti- 
tuted by tho provincial government are 
uxcolleat in their liberality and wise in 
provision. At first they followed our per. 
nlolouB example and granted with each 
location extra lateral r/ghta to follow a 
oin on its dip under the aurfiuM of another 
proprietor, but thoy aoon saw that it would 
bo wiser to make mining luwa lor sound 
title than for the benefit of the mining 
lawyers, and they repealed the act and sub- 
stituted " iquare looationa," the only aafe 
basis of ownership. The new towns are 
exoepbionally orderly and decent. All 
miners are licensed from year to year ab a 
fee of $5, the license being revoked for ill 
behavior. In consequence bhe same swag- 
gering bullies who terrorized with Impunity 
in bhe disastrous strikes and riots of 
our Coeur d'Alene are here under control, 
going abonb their leeltimate bnalnesa aa 
meek as sheep. An cifioial called the gold 
commlasloner haa general oversight of the 
admlniatrntional phase of the mining Indus- 
try, using hla large powors to the great sat- 
isfaction of the mine proprietors. 

British Columbia ia a rich and permanent 
mining field whioh will always bo ohicQy 
operated by our countrymen. The physical 
conditiona are novel and in soma respects 
trying, but nob enough so as to discourage 
or delay our race of miners, who are at home 
anywhere in mining affairs from the Yukon 
to Central America. They will teach the 
Columbian to mine and they will leam the 
value of a govemmenb that permits no 
minora' unions to trample on bnaineaaorpor 
sonal rights.

Oat oonbemporary the Times Is very 
severe upon ua because we saw no expres 
aion of its own opinion in tho comments 
whioh it made upon tho extracts it repro 
duoed from Conservative papora that do not 
agree with the Government in tho course It 
has taken on bhe Manitoba school queation. 
We have read thoae comments over again 
and wo are sure that no reader, however 
houest or able he riilght bo, can soo in thorn 
any expression of tho organ's own opinion on 
tho morita of tho Mahitoba school quoatlon 
They are aimply our contemporary's way of 
ohuckling over the diffioalties of the Govern 
ment'a position. This ia the attitude which 
the Oppoaltlon generally has assumed and 
haa retained from the first. It has seen 
tho Government doollng with a (|U0B- 
tion which Is both exceedingly difficult 
and oxceodiogly important.

W. Alexander and P. W. Cfaorleaon were in 
the junior four last year and rowod at 
Seattle- 

Tbe Portland orew are a fit looking lot, 
though the lighbeat of all tho four-oared 
crows competing, their average weight 
being 148. The stroke, Mr. R. C. Hart, la 

captain of tho Portland rowing club. He 
and lirowalor (No. 2) wore the winners of 
tho junior pair oars ab the PortlEknd regatta 
of the association in 1891). Thoy wore also 
ab the Seattle regatta last year and 
made tho record. R. G. Glisan 
is an old Yale oaraman, and us a 
Freshman there hia orew mado tho record. 
Ho has also rowed for Columbia college. A. 
S. CnllinB, tho bow oar, rowed with Port- 
land's crow in 1892 ab Vancouver.

That) noble voice that wo hoard ut the l)3i;in- 
cing of the neaaion granting thia roloase 
when tho time would uume, and it has come, 
though the minority has been Buppreaaod, 

Sir Mackenzie Uanell — What has been 
tappresied ? 

Mr. Ansera — Your promise has been sup- 
pressed by an iDfluenoe wliioli it bcouis, 
althoagh existing in a small iraotion of the 
populatloa of CAUada, made itself so atrong 
thali id aoted like a damper upon tho voicu 
and utteranoos of the Premier, and now 
utteranoaa had to be made, it eeoais, in that 
declaration of bbe Government. After re- 
calling to thia Houae tbo voice of the loader 
of it at the beginning of the aesaion, 1 
think lb ia my duty, before olooing, to rcoall 
tho ooho of another voice upou thia very 
Bubjoot. I quote from the Bummd volume of 
Mr. Popo on tho life of Sir John Mucaon- 
aid. At page 'J-IS 1 road tlio following, 
which ia an extract from a loiter ; " Yuu 
aok mo for advice aa to the couruo you 
phould take upon tho vexed (|U0Btion of 
separate Bchools in your I'roviuco. There 
is, it aoema to ine, but one courao opun to 
you. By the Manitoba Act tho proviaiona 
of tho B. N A. Act, of a'lction D.'i, respect- 
ing laws paaaod for the protootion of 
minorities in educational matters, are made 
applicable to Manitoba and cannot be 
chanced. By the Imperial Act confirming the 
ostttbliahmont of tho new provinces, 34 and 
.■?5 Vic, chap, lis, aoc. d, it ia provided that 
it shall nob be competent for the parliament 
of Canada to alter tho proviaiona of the 
Manitoba act in so far aa it relatea to the 
province of Manitoba. Obvioualy, there 
fore, the separate eehool aystom in Manitoba 
ie beyond the reaah of the legislature or of 
the Dominion parliament." After pointing 
out that Sir John Maodonald, according to 
Mr. Pooe, was not a aympathizat with the 
movement for the abolition of the dual 
langaage, Mr. Angera proceeded : Now 
that spirit I think tho Premier of Cinada is 
poaaeseed of, but, unfortunately, I fear ihat 
hiB powor of action upon the auppreaaing of 
the oppoaition that might be made to the 
putting into ezeeqtion of the mandate of the 
Queen, and of the remedial order, ia stronger 
and greater than hIa intention. The hon. 
leader has in hia handa the present ; no 
man, porhapo, in Canada could more eilec- 
tivoly have given rompdial legialation 
to the minority than hlmaelf this aes- 
slon, but having tho preaent in hia 
hands, he has not the future, Ho has 
nob the to-morrow and blind fate be- 
tween the time for legialation, and you 
cannot anticipate now when it will be — it 
may bo one year, it may be two years, 
although he eaya it will be next acesion, and 
that atrongth that the Premier had In hia 
possoasion to give ua that remedial iegigla- 
tion may have vaniahed. I am juacified in 
speaking ao from an eitraot woioh I will 
read to the Houae from the Hamilton Spec- 
tator : " Tho reaulb of the grand tug-of- war 
in the Dominion cabinet ia that there ia to 
bo no remedial legialation introduced this 
aesaion. It ia aemi-ofSciilly announced that 
another session of the present parliament 
will be held, and that a bill to provide 
remedial legislation will be presented only 
in that session. Wo do not think that to be 
at all likely. The same influoDco which 
prevented the introdaotion of a bill now 
will be preBenb and intensify then, and the 
French will not be able to carry their point." 
Now that ia my fear, and the reasons I have 
given yon upon the declaration made 
by the government were the grounds 
that induced me to part from my colleagues 
Upon this important queation. Of coarse, 
for the country, it matitera very little when 
a colleague of the hon. gentleman loaves the 
cabinet. We are not ao in touch with the 
people, aa it ia said, that it oan have for the 
government any serious aonae<iuoncea, and 
from theae uttoranoea in thia houae I have 
come to the conclusion that his two other 
coUeagucB have returned to their portfolioa. 
My opinion waa if my judgment waa well 
founded that it waa impoauiblo for me; and 
it still ie impoEBiljlo for ine, to doubt that 
remedial legialation, by tho action of tho 
government, has received auch a blow that 
tho minority may never have it, and oonao- 
(juontly I could not take upon myself the 
reBponaibility of running tho riak that thoy 
ahoald not gob it. I muat thank the houae 
for the attention they have given mo in this 
matter, and 1 hope 1 have not uttorcd one 
word that could be construed aa expreaaing 
diaappnlntmont or anything that could bo 
harsh or unaatiafaotory to the loader of the 
government and of thia house. 

After Bome peraonal explanations by Sir 
Frank Smith, 

Sir Mackenzie Bowoll aaid before the or- 
ders of the day were called he had one or 
two remarka to make in reply to the atate- 
ment in explanation given by tho Minlater 
of Agriculturo. Baforo doing ao, ho ex- 
preastd hia regret ».t tho tone exhibited in 
tho lattnr portion of hia statement. Hia re- 
marks, I oonsiderod, were peraonal to my- 
self, and aa auoh I reaonb them. Without 
going into particulars in reference to thia 
matter, there has not been, I aay for myaelf, 
a member of the goirernment with whom 1 
have been on more intimate terms and with 
whom I have consulted as frankly and given 
my opinion ns frankly aa I have with the 
hon. K^iatleman, and that he abonid have 
closed hia remarks with the atatementa 
whieb he made in reference to myaelf and 
the poaltioB I hold in the Oabiaet of thia 
conncry was a matter cf very great surprise 
to mo, and I can only repeat the remark 
I made, that I deeply regret it, Now, 
until to-day, the only material difTerence 
that I waa aware that existed between that 
bon. gentleman and hia colleagues waa as to 
the particular mode which should be adopt- 
ed and the ooarae wbtoh should bo pursued 
in oonneotion with tbo carrying out of tho 
judgment of tho Privy Council and of tho 
ramedinl order based thereon. My ]hon. 
friend was always frank iu stating that he 
had grave doubts aa to the propriety of a 
postponement of the question to another 
session. He gave hia reasons for them to 
mo and to my other colleaguea. Thoae were 
not conaiderod of that weight which would 
juatify him in pursuing the uourso that bo 
suggested, and when he states to the Senate 
my courao was adopted on account of some 
outside influence, oo other iDfluonoo, lam 
at a loss to know what he moana Ijy that. I 
would mnoh rather that ho bad been frauk, 
and stated what ho really meant, without 
leaving the improaaion that my position in 
the Cabinet or my poaltlon as Premier or in 
the oonntry was held on aufferanoe 
Mr. Angers— Allow me to InterrApli the

hon. gentleman there, because I think he 
mlBunderatood me. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell — I hope I did 
Mr. Angero — I said that there was no man 
in tho country in a l;ottcr poeition to carry 
Che remedial legialation ab the present time 
than hiniBelf, and I never in any way wiahed 
tho House to understand that owing to hia 
position in the Cabinet he waa unable to do 
it. On the contrary, I contend he ia. 

Sir MarkoDv/io Bowoll— My hon friend'e 
oxpreaaion when apeaklng of my promiae aa 
a promlBo or declaration in the apoech that 1 
inado when thu debate upon the uddreaii wu 
under conaidoration waa frank anil explicit', 
but that I had changed that bocauao 1 had 
boon aupproBsod by aomo other power. Now 
it may be that lie meant Bomothing otlior 
than tho interpretation which I '^ced upon 
it. Now, my hon. friend nhoui^. bo more 
frank. He knowa that in all mattera allecl 
ing the State and all niattera wliich art) 
ol grave importance, there ia ulwuyf 
among thirteen or fourteen gontlomen 
diU'eronco and divergence of opinion, and 
ho kuowa from hia long connection with pur 
llamsntary uaagea and with parliamentary 
praotiop, and the great exporionca thut he 
haa had, not only aa a miniBter of the crowr, 
but as a governor of ono of the groai) pro 
iuoea of this country, that when ditiioultiea 
and divergencies of opinion arise in tho cab 
ineb there must be eomo conceaaion, either 
on ono aide or the othor, and ho should have 
been more frank, and stated that when tho'c 
dilferonccs of opinion exist, that when tho 
policy adopted to-day by the government 
waa a auggestion of my own, In order to 
bring together the whole of tlio elements of 
that cabinet, that we could come dowu aa 
one man, and pledge ouraelvea, when wc 
thought the time had arrived, to grant to 
tho minority of the province of Manitoba 
thoae righta whiob I have alwaya stated In 
thia houae and out of the houae to my own 
individual frienda, privately and publicly, 
that they had bees deprived of by tho Man- 
itoba legiaiature. I aaid also here frankly, 
and there Ib no misunderstanding of my po- 
sition, that peraonally I am not in 
favor of separate schools. I stated 
distinctly that I believed that Mani':oba 
came into this Dominion with tbo dialinob 
and poaitivo promise implied, and aa it was 
believed incorporated in the act which jsayo 
them tho conatitution, that they should have 
tho right of aoparato Bohoola, retained to 
them for over in the aamo manner that they 
are enjoyed by the provincea of Ontario and 
Quebec, and aa such, no matter what my in- 
aividual opinion may be, as a public man, I 
consider mysoif bound, and I will take my 
party with me as far as I oin, to carry out 
to the fuUeat possible extent the promises 
that were made at Confederation, and 
which, I say and repeat. I believe tho Mani 
toba legiaiature has despoiled them of. It 
la not the fault of the Conaervatlve party at 
least that they find themselves in the 
position they are to day. It is true I 
sympathize, as far as any man can do, with 
the minority on account of the delays which 
have taken place, but have those delays 
been the fault of the government ? It may 
be aaid yea, becanae you might have, and 
could have, diiallowed the aot when 
It waa paaaed. The Privy Goosoil of 
England have decided, contrary to the 
opinions of the Supreme Court in Canada, 
that the Legislature of that Province haa 
the right to pass that act, and if we dia. 
allowed it we should have been pursuing a 
course which my hon. frienda from Lower 
Canada have ibjectod to over and over again. 
If thoro are people in this Dominion who 
are Bensitivo as to interference with the 
provincial autonomy or provincial rights it 
la tho gentlemen from Quebec. They were 
the, men who helped to frame tho conatitu 
tion, who took particular paina in order to 
protict the minority In each of the prov 
Incea, and they aro extremely jealous when 
over that is interfered with. My peraonal 
reason, as I have stated already, for asking 
for thia delay was to ploce ourBelves in a 
position to prevent the charge being made 
in tho future that wo had acted procipi 
tatoly and that wo had thrust upon the 
Province a system of schools without giving 
thom the opportunity of at least saying 
whether thoy would oomo down one atop 
from tho position they had taken in 
order to relieve tho Dominion Par 
liament from infliotiog upon them 
Dominion legialation which might prove of 
very great danger to the provincial autono- 
my and at the same time to tho peace of 
thia country. What I object to more par 
ticularly in the remarks of my bon. friend 
is the doubt of the aincerity of thoae with 
whom he haa been aaaooiated for Bome years, 
and in that respeot I have to thank the bon. 
member for Toronto for tho rouiarka ho 
made, and I have to say this to him, that 
if my Upper Canadian colleacuea think pro- 
per through fear — of which I oan aafoly say 
it ia a (|uality they do not poaaeee — to retire 
from tho grivrrnmont ou account of this 
queation, if my health remains ua it is I 
shall try and fill tho poaition with gentle 
men who hold viewa on thia and otlier im- 
portant queationa in accordance wuh my 
own. Tho hon. gentleman aaid further — 
and it is for thia that I thank hi.n— that hn 
doubted whether if thoy gave remedial 
legialation ono of thom would ever come 
back to tho houae, or over bo eioolcd. If 
that bo the case — and probably it is — ao 
much tho greater is tho crt dlt that should go 
to men who take their political life in their 
handa with defeat atarlog them in the face, 
and come down and say, " I will do 
justice to that hon, gentleman'a co religion- 
ist in tho Dominion while I have the power 
to do so." In my letter to my bon. friend 
expreaaing regret at receiving hia reaigoa- 
tion — for no one regretted it more than I 
did, and what I oonaideted to be the ex- 
treme course he bad taken — I used this 
language, " All your oolleagoea being 
pledged to support a remedial measuro to be 
introduced by tho government, aeouriog to 
the minority of Manitoba the righta and 
privileges of which the Lords of tbo Im- 
perial Privy Council declared thoy had been 
deprived, should, I venture to say, havo 
been aooeptod by you as a guarantee of their 
sincerity." I am aorry to find from his 
lang---ago *c-.Uy that ho has not that conti- 
denco In those pledgea which thoy havo 
made. I aay for my colleagues — and I reit- 
orote it for niyaolf — that tho pledges that wo 
have giviT. as public men will bo carried out 
for life — if life lasts, and wo are enabled to 
do it by tho majority in tho parliament 
of Canada. What the Manitobo gov- 
ernment Bay under that order is that 
they will not grant the full measure 
of what tbey consider to be the de- 
manda made by the remedial order

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v/hlch they have received. Now, they ocou. 
py that poaition, and I will repeat what I 
aaid before, and I appeal to every man who 
holda any opinion on this matter, who feela 
that from a conacientioua point of view it ia 
hia duty to atrain every nerve, who be- 
lievea it ia a duty to himself, to his children 
and hia God, that he should bo enabled to 
teach his children the religion which he him- 
self foafera, whether it would nob be better 
that they should havo thoBo concessions 
made by Manitoba than to be forced upon 
them by the Dominion parliament. There 
are all the difTiculties, there are ail the an- 
noyances, there aro all tho obstruotiona that 
will be constantly thrown in the way of car- 
rying it out, as instanced in tho very order 
from which, if they proceeded with them- 
selves, you would bo relieved. Having 
quoted tbo language which in his opinion 
warranted the opinion that the province 
waa holding out the olive branoh, he con- 
tinned : There ia nob a Cathoiio with 
whom I have had any conversation in any 
way that asked to have a system of aohoola 
established in that provinoe that would l>e 
In any way inferior to those of the pub- 
lic schools, or what soma people call 
Protestant schools. They are quite willing 
to have properly certificated teachers ; tbey 
aro willing to have a proper inspection of 
lliooo Bchoola wherever they receive public 
money ; they accept tho principle that the 
public ahould know how that is expended, 
whether properly or improperly ; and, while 
we havo placed within tho powor of the par- 
liament of Canada all tho authority to go 
the full length of their poaitious, there is 
nothing in that to prevent us accepting, nor 
is there anything to prevent those who aro 
urging tho ro-oaiabliahment of oeparate 
sohoola accepting, a medium courao, pro- 
viding it meets tho wishoa of tho people 
who aro demanding them. I take it for 
granted that all the Roman Catholica who 
deairo to havo aeparate sohoola require, firat, 
the riglit to catabliali aeparato sohoola ; lcc- 
ondly, to bo relieved from toxation in aup- 
port of public achoola when thoy support 
their own sohoois ; thirdly, lo be enabled 
and to have the power and authority to 
teaob morals and roligion as they unc'er- 
atand it In thoue aobo^ls, and that they Bhull 
in addition to that partake of a distribu- 
tion of the public funds upon some prin- 
ciple baaed upon equity. But the full 
nianagemottt cf their schools la all, I take It, 
that a reasonable man and the most earneat 
of them who are demanding it have ever 
aaked mo to givo, and that far tho govern- 
ment of which I a:n tho head aro propored 
logo if the parliament of Canada will ana- 
tain them in case they do nob accept a fair 
measure of relief from those who are in the 
interest of peace and harmony of thia coon- 
try giving it to thoni. It ia not a ([uosliou 
aa to whether wo ahould go into an inveati 
golion of the praition of tho echools prior to 
1800. I Bay on behalf of my government we 
havo nothing whatever to do with thom. 
What wo havo to decide is, whether tho 
minority have boon deprived of their right, 
and if they havo boon deprived of their 
rights, whotliur under tho decision of tho 
Privy Council wo should givo them back 
those rights and establish such a ayhtom of 
education in that province as will moot the 
reasonable requiiemonts of tha demanders 
of separate schools, providing that there 
hould bo beyond peradventure in any 
syetom which might be called in an 
oinciont answer to the charge of illiteracy 
and all that kind tf evils. That is 
the position I take. I would reject, and ro- 
jeot at ODoe, any attempt to appoint a com- 
mission. It would be utterly useless ; but I 
would approach tlie Manitoba Legislature 
with a declaration that tbey are willing to 
discusa the matter, with tho simple propo- 
aition : "Are you prepared to restore Sep- 
arnto sohoois under such a system as will 
onsuro their cfBoienoy and a roloaao from 
taxation to tupporb othor achools ?" 

Aftnr rocoss, dir Mackerz'o Bowoll con- 
tinued his remarks, dealing with the answer 
from Manitoba to tho Dominion government. 
He then compared the declaration made by 
tho government with the counter proposition 
submitted, and left it with the House to 
judge whether there was a material differ- 
ence between thom. Xlie Honae would ob- 
serve that there was jdtt this' difference be- 
tween the two. [The goTemment aiErmed 
that they wonld lend a oommnntoation to 



the Manitoba government to icqnire as to 
the actual moaning of their answer to the 
remedial order, while tho Minister of Agri 
culture maintained that it would bo 
a humiliation to enter into negoti- 
ation with a government which, according 
to hia interpretation, had insulted the 
Dominion government bo declaring that they 
did not understand tho question when they 
passed tho order. Sir Mackenzie maintained 
that this was a matter of opinion, and deal 
ing with grave questions of a constitutional 
character, suoh aa this, it was not well to bo 
too particular in putting interpretation on 
any language. He was glad to know that 
letters and telegrams had been received 
from various parts of the country expressing 
approval of the moderate policy the govern 
ment had adopted. Sir Mackenzie closed 
with an eloquent appeal for toleration, in 
which he declared that unless men were 
allowed to enjoy their own religious belief 
and ohoie to dwell in peace and nnity with 
their neighbors, they would never succeed 
in making of Canada tlie great country tbey 
desired It to be. He exoressed his con 
viotion that the moderate thinking men of 
the country wonld come to the oonduaion 
that the government bad pnrsned a proper 
course In the Interests of Canada. He re- 
minded the house of the familiar saying, 
" While tho lamp holds out to burn the 
vilcat sinner may return." Ho hoped Mani 
toba wnuld adopb a conciliatory position, 
and that the Dominion parliament, after 
all, would not be obliged to pass remedial 
legislation.
